New voting machines 
to be in use first time; 
59 seek local offices 

Morgan County voters will go to the 
polls next Tuesday, May 16, to select 
from a total of 63 candidates seeking the 
Democratic nomination for county of- 
fices, state representative, and U.S. rep- 
resentative, plus three candidates in a 
non-partisan race for circuit court judge. 

Voters will be using new electronic 
voting machines for the first time Tues- 
day and election officials have added 
two additional poll officers in each pre- 
cinct to instruct voters on how to use 
them. 

Several observers and candidates 
have expressed concern that, despite the 
large number of local races, many vot- 
ers are uncomfortable with the thought 
of having to learn how to use the new 
on-screen digital voting machines and 
may hesitate to go to the poll for that 
reason. 

But the machines are simple to use 
and Morgan County Clerk Randy Will- 
iams said the addition of extra poll of- 
ficers at each voting place should make 
voting a simple and easy experience. 

Sample ballots — facsimiles of the 
ballots that will appear on the voting 
machines in each of the county’s five 



The polling places in eight of Mor- 
gan County’s 12 voting precincts have 
been moved to new locations as a result 
of new federal legislation to insure that 
all voting machines and all voting loca- 
tions are handicapped accessible. 

The law stipulates that all voting 
equipment and polling locations be in 
compliance with the new law by the first 
federal election in 2006. 

Morgan, one of six counties in the 
state still using the old lever-type vot- 
ing machines at the last election, had to 
purchase new voting equipment and 
move the voting locations into govern- 
ment or school buildings that are handi- 
capped accessible. 

County Clerk Randy Williams said 
the new voting machines are easy to use 
and and each precinct will have two vot- 
ing machines, instead of only one as in 
the past, Williams said. 

In addition, he said, each precinct will 
have two additional election officers on 
duty at the upcoming election to instruct 
voters before they cast their votes. 

Williams urged voters to stop by his 
office in the County Government Build- 
ing and see how the new voting ma- 
chines are operated. A machine is avail- 
able for demonstration and practice dur- 
ing normal business hours (Monday Fri- 
day 8:00 a.m.-4:00 p.m. and Saturday 
8:00 a.m. to noon). 

Voters who are not going to be in the 
county on Election Day during voting 
hours (6:00 a.m. -6:00 p.m.) can vote on 
the absentee machine in the Clerk’s Of- 
fice. The absentee machine was opened 
for voting on Saturday, April 29, and will

General AssemblyTo Return 
For Special Session

FRANKFORT — They’re 
coming back! 

The 138 members of the Gen- 
eral Assembly are due to return 
to the Capitol some time later this 
month or early in June. 

They have some important un- 
finished business to transact. 

It seems that one of the “rev- 
enue neutral” tax reforms pro- 
posed by Gov. Ernie Fletcher and 
enacted last year turns out to be 
anything but neutral. The alterna- 
tive minimum tax on businesses 
— mainly small businesses — is 
hitting even those that aren’t prof- 
itable. 

That’s like getting a state in- 
come tax bill even if you earned 
no income last year. 

It goes without saying that un- 
profitable businesses are getting 
tax bills is not popular among 
those receiving the bills. 

But the House and Senate 
were unable to agree on a way of 
relieving the problem before they 
adjourned last month, so Fletcher 
is going to call them into special 
session to resolve the issue. 

The rule of thumb is that each 
day the legislature meets costs 
$50,000, give or take a few thou- 
sand. At that rate, the 60-day 
regular session of 2006 cost $3 
million, give or take a few thou- 
sand or so. And in those 60 days 
of work, senators and represen- 
tatives busied themselves with the 
official state dance and a historic 
level of new debt, but could not 
correct a critical mistake they 
made in tax reform last year. 

Fletcher isn’t expected to call 
the special session until the House 
and Senate agree on what should 
be done. The problem apparently 
is how to cut the alternative mini- 
mum tax and at what profit level 
businesses would not qualify for 
paying it. Demanding a solution 
before the General Assembly 
meets at least means legislators 
won’t be sitting around waiting 
on a decision all the while spend- 
ing $50,000 a day. 

Still, if the special session lasts 
a week, the cost to the taxpayers 
will be $250,000 to $300,000 - 
all because they could not do 
their job when they should have 
done it. 

Indeed, if you throw in the cost 
of the 2005 session that made the 



tax mistake with the cost of the 
2006 regular session that could 
not correct it and the 2006 spe- 
cial session to finish the job, get- 
ting the alternative minimum 
business tax rights turns out to be 
one expensive tax reform. 



University of Louisville Presi- 
dent James Ramsey may have set 
a new standard for university 
presidents getting their way in 
future state budgets: When you 
lose, especially with gubernato- 
rial veto, simply throw a public 
tantrum. 

That’s pretty much what 
Ramsey did after Fletcher vetoed 
more than $70 million in projects 
for the University of Louisville. 
Lletcher made the mistake of ty- 
ing the vetoed projects to the $75 
million in the new budget for a 
$400 million downtown Louis- 
ville arena. 

At a press conference, Ramsey 
suggested UofL just might keep 
playing basketball games at Lree- 
dom Hall instead of becoming the 
key tenant in the new arena. 

That, of course, would have 
scuttled the arena altogether. 

Well, Ramsey and Lletcher 
had a 90-minute, closed-door 
heart-to-heart talk last week and 
Ramsey emerged - Presto ! - with 
many of his vetoed projects in- 
tact, but with some creative new 
financing options that won’t cost 
the budget any money. 

And in turn Ramsey an- 
nounced the UofL couldn’t wait 
to play basketball in the new 
arena. 

The apt question, of course, is 
if it were possible to finance the 
vetoed projects without state 
funding, why wasn’t that route 
taken in the first place? 

Still, Ramsey’s tantrum suc- 
cess raises all kinds of future pos- 
sibilities. University presidents 
who lose projects from state bud- 
gets can hold Ramseyesque press 
conferences, issue veiled threats 
and come to the Capitol for a les- 
son in creative financing. 

This whole university projects 
business is one reason the Gen- 
eral Assembly has resisted efforts 
to allow state universities to is- 
sue bonds to pay for projects 
without legislative approval. 
Ramsey’s tantrum probably set 
back that effort for another de- 
cade or more.

LICKING RESERVOIR 
PROJECT TO BE AIRED AT 
PUBLIC HEARING 
Farmers Dam Would Affect 
Area In County 
Project Designed Primarily As 

Hydro-Electric Program 

A Public hearing will be held 
in Frankfort December 1 8 by Col. 
Pashal N. Strong, Cincinnati Dis- 
trict U. S. Engineer, to ascertain 
the attitude of local interest along 
the Licking River regarding the 
proposed construction of flood 
and electric power dams in the 
Licking River. 

Government engineers have 
recently completed detailed in- 
vestigations and studies to de- 
velop a comprehensive plan of 
improvement in the Licking River 
basin from its mouth at Covington 
to Salyersville, Col. Strong said 
this week. 

The detailed plans include four 
dams to be built primarily for 
hydro-electric power and flood 
control storage. The first dam 
would be seven miles from the 
river’s mouth, a second 20 miles 
upstream at the village of Butler 
in Pendleton County, a third one 
at a point nine miles above 
Falmouth and a fourth three miles 
above Farmers to be known as the 
Cave Run dam. The dams at 
Falmouth and Farmers would be 
main dams in the proposed sys- 
tem, with the ones at Butler and 
near Covington being primarily to 
care for overflow from the 
Falmouth dam. Hydor-electric 
plants, however, are proposed for 
each dam. 



The Cave Run Dam near 
Farmers would establish a reser- 
voir extending upstream to a 
point about 1 1 miles above West 
Liberty and the reservoir would 
lie in Bath, Menifee, Rowan, and 
Morgan counties and would 
cover an estimated 21,400 acres. 
Most of it in the Cumberland 
National forest area. The dam 
would have a crest of 792 feet 
elevation and a spillway crest of 
770 feet elevation. It is proposed 
to operate this reservoir primarily 
for the generation of electricity 
at the spillway crest of 770 ob- 
taining only the flood control 
benefits which can de derived 
from this operation, Col. Strong 
said in the prospectus sent out this 
week. 

The dam at Falmouth would 
create a reservoir that would 
cover 63,000 acres which would 
submerge the villages of Blue 
Licks Spring, Claysville, Farm- 
ers, Milford, Myers, Oakley, 
Pleasant Valley, Salt Lick, 
Sherbourne and Wyoming. It 
would supply power for a 90,000 
kilowatt power plant. 

Most Morgan Burley Selling 
Now At $48 to $55 Average 

Bearing out predictions of a 
federal tobacco grader who tested 
crops here this fall and declared 
Morgan County’s tobacco crop 
this year was as fine as any in the 
State, sales thus far have showed 
Morgan crops for the most part 
bringing averages ranging from 
$45.00 to $55.00 a hundred 
which is considerable above last 
year. 

Based on an estimate of 1,350 
pounds per acre crop this year on 
2,600 acres, Morgan’s income 
from hurley should reach an all- 
time record of above 
$1,660,000.00 this season. The 
crop last year brought in 
$1,380,000.00

Shilo Vest, Pekin, $58.05; 
Garfield Whitt, Wrigley, $56.49; 
E. P. Evans, Liberty Road, 
$56.44; D. F. Robinson, Omer, 
$55.25; J. W. Cantrill, Ophir,

Hello from Judge Executive 
Tim Conley. 

Three years and four months 
has passed since I have been your 
County Judge and one of my jobs 
is performing weddings for citi- 
zens who wish to be married. On 
Friday, May 5, I performed my 
100th wedding. We have laughed, 
cried and prayed together through 
many different ceremonies, and I 
thank you for allowing me to be 
a part of your life. 

Now, as we have been discuss- 
ing the budget, a project on my 
list is the new Main Street Court- 
house. I have received a letter 
from the Kentucky County 
Judges Association, informing me 
that 17 new AOC buildings were 
funded in this session of the Leg- 
islature, which moves the Morgan 
County project to number ten. 
The next budget cycle in 2008 
should include our new AOC 
building. It is very important that 
we keep things on track so that 
we can be ready for this project. 
We are currently working with the 
downtown district trying to build 
a parking structure, which will 
allow for extra parking for a new 
courthouse. We are working 
closely with the state Public Tran- 
sit Department and Congressman 
Hal Rogers on this project. We are 
planning to do a check presenta- 
tion for the parking facility this 
month. Not only will the parking 
facility help the courthouse traf- 
fic, it will be a great part of our 
future growth for Morgan County. 
Remember that to have a good 
future, we have to lay a good 
foundation. The foundation is in- 
frastructure — water, roads, sew- 
ers, youth, middle age, and senior 
citizens programs. This keeps us 
active and productive in our 
county. 

Phase 11 water and our state 
budget monies will total over $4 
million in water line extension 
projects out in the county this year 
alone. The Water Board is cur- 
rently seeking funding for Phase 
12 line extensions, which should 
bring another $2 million plus to 
our county by 2007. 

Next week, I will try to explain 
our transportation projects, which 
will include over $40 million in 
Morgan County projects over the 
next two years. These projects 
include U.S. 460, Ky. 172, the 
loop from the Hospital Hill to Ky. 
172, and many other blacktop- 
ping projects. 

Thanks for allowing me to 
serve you.

Many people still don’t take 
one of the simplest and most ef- 
fective steps to stay safe: Buck- 
ling up. According to the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Admin- 
istration, of the 31,904 passenger 
vehicle occupants who were 
killed in crashes in 2003, 56 per- 
cent of them weren’t wearing 
safety belts. 

Teenagers and young adults, 
and those driving pickup trucks, 
and living in rural areas are par- 
ticularly at risk. Motor vehicle 
crashes are the leading cause of 
death for tens and young adults 
in the United States from 16-34, 
according to the Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention, and 
safety belt use by pickup truck 
occupants is about 70 percent, 
among the lowest for any demo- 
graphic group. Safety belt use in 
rural areas was a little better at 
76 percent in 2004, but still be- 
low the national average.

Bottom line — law enforce- 
ment officers would rather write 
someone a ticket than find that 
same person dead or critically in- 
jured because he or she wasn’t re- 
strained in a crash. 

Wear your safety belt every 
trip, every time — and encourage 
teenagers and young adults, 
pickup truck drivers, and those 
living in rural areas to do the same 

— or risk getting a ticket — es- 
pecially May 14-June 4, 2006.

Dr. Pastorok recommends 
these tips to make reading aloud 



Reading to infants helps them de- 
velop a sense for the rhythm and 
pattern of language. 

2. Remember, the art of lis- 
tening is acquired. It must be 
taught and cultivated gradually. 
Read slowly enough for your 
child to build mental pictures of 
what he or she has just heard. 

3 Reading aloud helps chil- 
dren develop their imaginations 
and creativity. Looking at illus- 
trations also encourages an appre- 
ciation of art. 

4. If chapters are too long for 
one reading session, find a sus- 
penseful stopping point. 

5. Use plenty of expression 
when reading. If possible, change 
the tone of your voice to fit the 
dialogue and adjust the pace of 
your voice to fit the story. 

6. Avoid long descriptive pas- 
sages until the child’s imagina- 
tion, vocabulary and attention 
span are capable of handling 
them. 

7. Unusually active children 
may find it difficult to sit and lis- 
ten. Paper, crayons and pencils 
allow them to keep their hands 
busy while listening. 

8. Encourage conversation 
about what is being read. Foster 
a child’s curiosity with patient 
answers to their questions. 

9. Remember to set aside 
regular reading times each day for 
your child to read on his or her 
own.

Are you beating the deadline? 
The May 15, 2006 deadline — for 
open enrollment in Medicare Part 
D, to get drug coverage in 2006. 
If not, you could be facing higher 
monthly premiums than neces- 
sary for the balance of time you 
have Medicare coverage. And the 
next open enrollment is Novem- 
ber 15 -December 30.

Many people are 
getting significant savings as a 
result of enrolling in one of the 
Medicare Prescription Drug 
Plans] 

Some folks have been bom- 
barded with marketing messages 



that sound too good to be true or 
too expensive to afford. [Re- 
sponse: SHIP and KSSM are not 
marketers, but we use the official 
HYPERLINK “http:// 

www.Medicare.gov” 
www.Medicare.gov website 
along with the list of vour medi- 
cations to compare which plans 
might be most likely to meet vour 
need and vour budget.] 

Some folks think because they 
are taking few or no medications 
that it does not apply to them. 
[Response: While it may be true 
that enrollment in a prescription 
drug plan may cost more than you 
are currently taking, 1) there are 
some (6) plans with premiums 
less than $25/month, and 2) as we 
age, we tend to have increased 
need for prescription drugs, even 
to facilitate preventive health 
needs. Remember the Medicare 
Prescription Drug Benefit is an 
insurance, and just like with your 
auto or home insurance, you are 
looking at avoiding undue future 
costs from both known needs and 
yet unknown needs.]

are not eligible for “Extra Help” 
with premiums for Part D, that 
they are not eligible to enroll in a 
prescription drug plan. [Re- 
sponse: Everyone with Medicare, 
regardless of income, can choose 
to enroll in a prescription drug 
plan. The “Extra Help” eligibil- 
ity (for help with premiums, co- 
pays and deductibles) is based on 
income and resources, and is de- 
termined by the Social Security 
Administration. And if income 
and resources are very limited, 
you may even be eligible for help 
with the Part B premium as 
well — applications are through 
local Community Based Services 
offices (same office as for Food 
Stamps and Medicaid).] 

Some folks think they will be 
automatically enrolled without 
making a decision. [Response: 
Those individuals who were al- 



ready receiving both Medicare 
and Medicaid either have been, or 
will be, auto-enrolled, as will 
those for whom their Medicare 
Part B premiums were being paid 
by the State. However, they can 
evaluate and choose a plan, based 
on their medications, that might 
serve their needs better.] 

Some folks think that, because 
they have been getting medica- 
tions supplied by pharmaceutical 
companies, they will not need 
Part D coverage. [Response: 
Many pharmaceutical companies 
have reported they will not be 
continuing this service if a per- 
son qualifies for and/or enrolls in 
Part D and/or after the May 15 
deadline date, so the individual 
would want to have clarification 
from the drug company.] 

We hope you won’t wait be- 
yond the open enrollment time 



and miss the opportunity to en- 
roll in a beneficial plan. If you 
already have creditable coverage 
(as good as or better than 
Medicare’s Part D coverage) 
through another insurance, 
through a retirement plan, or 
through VA, then you are not im- 
pacted by the May 15 deadline 
date, and you do want to carefully 
safeguard the document from 
your insurer, in case some future 
circumstance changes to effect 
that coverage — then you would 
have 63 days in which you could 
enroll in a Medicare Part D plan 
without penalty. 

In addition to the SHIP and 
KSSM #s above, you can also call 
1 -800-MEDICARE 24 hours for 
help — remember the word 
“Agent” when seeking to talk to 
a person about help with prescrip- 
tion plans. 



A word of warning for benefi- 
ciaries to not give out personal 
information to scam artists who 
claim to represent Medicare Pre- 
scription Drug coverage or Social 
Security. If you have not initi- 
ated a call to request information, 
it is best to hang up on those seek- 
ing information about your bank 
account or Medicare claim num- 
ber.

gional Planning and Research, 
Washington DC ARC. 

Mr. Cartwright explained that 
ARC has funds for four pilot 
projects in the Appalachian 
States. “Three of them have been 
assigned, and we are looking at 
this project for the fourth,” he 
said. “It will include a consult- 
ing firm to help get your project 
off the ground and make it sus- 
tainable once their work is done.” 
He then described how he saw 
things shaping up in Eastern 
Kentucky and asked for input so 
he could further understand the 
project. 

Each Judge Executive had the 
chance to speak. Charles 
Pennington confessed he didn’t 
understand the assets Elliott 
County had fifteen years ago 
when Tourism was first men- 
tioned as an industry in Eastern 
Kentucky but had come to real- 
ize that “we are a hidden trea- 
sure.” He spoke proudly of work- 
ing with volunteers to bring in 
grant funds to construct the Cul- 
ture Center and Hiking trail. “I 
even had a hand in the architec- 
tural design of the facility,” he 
boasted. “Being a part of this 
group is exciting and I under- 
stand it is pretty unique in Ken- 
tucky. I believe we have every- 
thing that is needed to make a 
successful tourism destination 
but it will take us a while to de- 
velop it to the point of market- 
ing. I understand we have been 
approved for $50,000.00 through 
state phase one tourism dollars to 
hire someone to help with the 
project. Each of the partnering 
counties have given a small 
amount of money to hire a part 
time person to take care of WEB 
sites and keep us informed as to 
what is happening. We’re all in 
this together,” Judge Pennington 
said. The University of Kentucky 
Technology center has granted 
$8,600.00 to create a WEB site 
for the Kentucky Quilt Trails. It 
should be up sometime this sum- 
mer. 

“We are working on a trail that 



starts at the Kentucky I Virginia 
border and will go to the Ken- 
tucky/Virginia border. It will be 
ATC, hiking, and horse friendly,” 
said Tim Conley, Morgan County 
Judge Executive. He continued 
“we have to work together as a 
team to make it strong and prof- 
itable. Within this six county 
area, we have beautiful drives, 
ponds, and streams for fishing, 
people can hunt here and a lot of 
other family activities. What we 
want to create is a Family Vaca- 
tion package that will bring 
people from across the country 
to Eastern Kentucky,” Judge 
Conley confirmed the dedication 
of all the elected officials to this 
project. 

Wolfe County Judge Execu- 
tive, Raymond Hurst was con- 
cerned about the commitment of 
ARC to the project. “We have 
had resources taken away from 
us that we should have. I hope 
you follow through with this 
commitment but whether you 
stand up to your promises or not, 
we will continue this project 
though a consulting firm, a 
$40,000.00 value. 

FEAT director Larry Brown 
stood to tell the background of 
the project. “There were three 
counties initially, Wolfe, Morgan, 
and Elliott. We wanted to form a 
partnership that would work to- 
gether regardless of political dif- 
ferences and county lines. We’ve 
done that. After a small confer- 
ence through the Kentucky En- 
trepreneurial coaches Institute, 
we decided it should continue to 
the Ohio River and asked Carter 
and Greenup Counties to join the 
organization, they were pleased 
to come on board. It has taken us 
two years to get this far. We know 
we have a challenge ahead but we 
believe the potential is worth the 
work. Our partnerships go be- 
yond the local government: we 
are working closely with the Co- 
operative Extention Service, 
Chambers of commerce, and 
other organizations. Our goal is 
to make a seamless corridor of

You have seen the candidates out 
among the populace trying to per- 
suade people to vote for them. These 
are the workings of arguably the most 
coveted freedom we Americans en- 
joy: the right to vote. We are among 
the few nations who are given this 
freedom to such an extent. We go into 
a booth and mark, in secret, to whom 
we want to entrust the burden of lead- 
ership. However, are these people you 
cast your vote for capable of the task? 
What made you choose that person 
above the others? I guess the big 
question is this: How do you choose 
whom to vote for? 

The answers vary; some are good 
and some are bad. The answers that 
seem to be the most common, how- 
ever, are frightening: “His/her parents 
were good people” and “I was raised 
to vote (Democrat or Republican) no 
matter what.” In any community, 
especially small ones where everyone 
knows almost everyone else, people 
tend to cast their vote because of a 
last name or a political party. I have 
been asked why this is bad and the 
answer is simple: nobody can tell 
based on a last name or political party 
what a candidate stands for or wants 
to do. The political parties have set 
guidelines that separate them one 
from another, but most don’t know 
them and even if people did, very few 
would believe exactly as the slated 
guidelines said they should for the 
political party they claim. Things are 
not always in black and white, and in 
this case most fall into the gray. 

Allow me to now address some 
stereotypes commonly linked to the 
two main political parties. Republi- 
cans are referred to as the conserva- 
tive ones; the ones who want to keep 
things the way they were when this 
nation was founded. Democrats on 
the other hand, are seen as liberal: 
they think with changing times the 
rules need to change as well. An ex- 
ample of this is the issue of gun 
rights: Republicans are seen as the 
ones wanting to keep the right to bear 
arms intact, while Democrats are 
most often connected to the views 
that want to limit or remove this right 
due to increasing gun violence. Other 



examples are that of gay marriage 
and abortion. Republicans are usu- 
ally perceived as against gay mar- 
riage and are pro-life, whereas 
Democrats are depicted by the me- 
dia to be for gay marriage and pro- 
choice. 

Think about these stereotypes. Do 
all of these viewpoints reflect those 
of the party you are proud to be a 
member of? With all of these differ- 
ing opinions that probably don’t 
match up to what you think of your 
party’s viewpoints, how do you know 
whether a candidate of “your” party 
defines it the same was as you do or 
entirely different? 

You may be thinking that those 
examples are completely irrelevant 
in reference to district and county 
positions, but if the candidate you 
vote for is pro-gay marriage and a 
related bill is set before him/her they 
will more than likely vote in favor 
of gay marriage. If it were your de- 
cision, would you have done the 
same? 

There is only one way we can re- 
ally know who is the best candidate: 
look to the candidates. Have them tell 
us what morals guide them, what the 
position they are running for is re- 
sponsible to do, and why they think 
that they would be better at it than 
the other candidates running for the 
same position. We were given the 
right to elect our own officials so that 
we can influence how our commu- 
nity makes decisions, so that we can 
have the district or county run in a 
way we would refer to as “the right 
way.” When the future of our com- 
munity is in your hands, be careful 
to whom you pass it!

The Foothills Area Venture 
club will hold its next meeting at 
Morehead State University at the 
Adron Doran University Center 
Thursday, May 18, from 5:00 
p.m. to 7:00 p.m.

I have a background in law enforcement serving with the Morgan County Sheriff's De- 
partment, the Morgan County Ambulance Service, the West Liberty Police Department 
and Chief of Police for the City of West Liberty.

According to the Kentucky statutes, some of the duties of the Coroner's Office are to 
establish the Manner and Cause of Death. The Cause of Death is the injury, disease, or a 
combination of the two that caused the death of a person. The Manner of Death is ruled 
by the Coroner to be natural, suicidal, accidental, a homicide, unknown or pending. 

The Coroner's Office deals with many kinds of death that include: 

- Skeletal remains 
~ Homicides 
~ Suicides 

~ Occupational deaths 
~ Deaths occurring in a correctional facility 
~ Deaths within a medical facility less than 24 hours of admission 
~ Fatal motor vehicle deaths 
~ Mass fatalities 

There are also many additional responsibilities of the Coroner's Office. In a death scene 
investigation, the Coroner, or his deputy, has the responsibility of pronouncing death, 
determining the time of death, taking into custody the body and property of the body, 
ensuring the body has not been moved from the original death scene, making a positive 
identification of the body, notifying the next of kin, signing the death certificate, complet- 
ing the required forms and records for each death investigation, and interacting with 
other appropriate agencies. 

I have five pledges to Morgan County citizens if I am elected Coroner, 

1. 1 pledge to appoint a qualified staff including a female Deputy Coroner to ensure the 
privacy and modesty for all cases involving females. It also shows respect, concern and 
compassion to all family members. 

2. 1 pledge to establish the Morgan County Coroner's Office as a dependable and com- 
passionate public service office. 

3. 1 pledge that all cases will be handled with courtesy, professionalism, respect, privacy 
and confidentiality. 

4. 1 pledge that if merited, local and state officials and agencies will assist in any pro- 
ceedings. 

5. 1 pledge to have the Coroner's Office respond to all requests of servce in a courteous, 
prompt and expedient manner. 

I look forward to the opportunity of serving as your Morgan County Coroner.

(An addition to Title 9 
of the West Liberty 
Municipal Code) 

ORDINANCE #92491 

SEC. 9.0 

UNLAWFUL NOISES PRO- 
HIBITED; EXCEPTIONS; 
SPEICAL VARIANCES; 
PENALITIES; 

(a.) Unlawful noises prohib- 
ited; It shall be unlawful for any 
person to make, cause to be 
made, continue or permit any 
excessive or unreasonably loud 
noise or any other raucous sound, 
considering the time, date, place, 
and nature of such noise or sound, 
that annoys, disturbs, injures, or 
endangers, the comfort, health, 
peace, safety, or repose of other 
persons or ordinary sensibilities, 
in any residential zone within the 
city. 

(b) Unlawful noises emanat- 
ing from motor vehicles on pub- 
lic right-of-way; No person op- 
erating or occupying a motor ve- 
hicle on any publicly owned 
property, park, right-of-way, 
easement, alley, off street park- 
ing lot, or any other area to which 
the public has access, shall play, 
use, operate, or permit to be 
played, used, or operated, any 
radio, tape player, cassette player, 
compact disk player, loud 
speaker, sound amplification sys- 
tem, or other device designed to 
generate, amplify, and/or repro- 
duce sound, from within the mo- 
tor vehicle in such manner that 
the sound is plainly audible by 
another human being at distance 
of fifty (50) feet from the device 
producing the sound. For the pur- 
pose of this prohibition, 44 plainly 
audible” means any sound which 
clearly can be heard, by unim- 
paired auditory senses based on 
a direct line of sight of fifty (50) 
or more feet; however, words or 
phrases need not be discernible 
and said sound shall include bass 
reverberation. 

(c) Ecceptions: The prohibi- 
tions set forth herein shall not 
apply, and it shall be a defense to 
any prosecution hereunder, if an 
otherwise unlawful noise was 
emitted from: 

(1) Any siren, whistle, horn or 
bell lawfully used by emergency 
vehicles or any other alann sys- 
tems, including property operat- 
ing vehicle alarms, used as a 
warning of danger or the presence 
of public safety officials acting 
within the course and scope of 
their authority. 

(2) Sirens, whistles, horns, 
bells or other ambient noises 
emanating from persons or sound 
devices in association with com- 
munity wide festivals, parades, 
church activities, organized 
school related programs, activi- 
ties, or sporting events or other 
public events or activities spon- 
sored andlor authorized by the 
city. 

(3) Any noise made, or caused 
to be made by any person that is 
reasonable and necessary under 
the circumstances to prevent im- 
minent risk or death or injury to 
persons or property damage. 

(4) Any domestic power 
equipment, including but not lim- 
ited to, lawn mowers, weed eat- 
ers, blowers, mulching equip- 
ment, or edgers, commonly used 
for routine house-hold and/or 
lawn care maintenance. 

(5) Any commercial power 
equipment operated in the ordi- 
nary course of business. 

(6) The operation and mainte- 
nance of airplanes, aircraft, loco- 
motives, trains, brush chippers, 
vacuum leaf loaders, street 
sweepers, tractor-mowers, sani- 
tation removal and refuse collec- 
tion vehicles, or any other city 
service vehicle or equipment. 

(d) Special variance: 

(1) The Mayor shall have the 
authority, consistent with the sub- 
section, to grant special variances 
relative to noise disturbances that 
would otherwise violate the pro- 
visions of the section. 

(2) Any person seeking a spe- 
cial variance pursuant to this sub- 
section shall file an application 
with the Mayor, no less than 
twenty (20) calendar days prior 
to the date on which the special 
variance is sought to be effective. 
The application shall contain in- 
formation which demonstrates 
that bringing the source of sound 
or activity for which the special 
variance is sought into compli- 
ance with the subsection would 
constitute an unreasonable hard- 
ship on the applicant, on the com- 



munity, or on other persons; that 
the activity, operation, or noise 
source will be a temporary dura- 
tion and cannot be done in a man- 
ner that would comply with the 
provisions of this section; that no 
reasonable alternative is avail- 
able to the applicant; and that the 
applicant will comply with all 
time, manner, and place restric- 
tions deemed reasonable and nec- 
essary by the Mayor, under the 
circumstances . The applicant 
shall give notice of its applica- 
tion for a special variance, by 
regular mail, to all persons who 
own and/or occupy the real prop- 
erty adjoining the site for which 
the special variance is sought, not 
less than fifteen (15) days prior 
to the date on which the special 
variance is sought to be effective. 
Proof of the notice required 
herein shall be given by the ap- 
plicant to the Mayor. The failure 
of the applicant to give actual 
notice to all adjoining property 
owners and/or occupants shall 
not be fatal, in and of itself, to 
applicant’s request for a special 
variance. Any individual claim- 
ing to be adversely affected by 
allowance of the special variance 
may file a written statement with 
the Mayor, containing any infor- 
mation to support his or her po- 
sition. Said statement shall be 
filed not less than seven (7) cal- 
endar days prior to the date on 
which the special variance is 
sought to be effective. 

(3) In determining whether to 
grant or deny the application, the 
Mayor shall consider the dura- 
tion, manner, and location of the 
proposed noise source; shall bal- 
ance the hardship to applicant, 
the community, and other per- 
sons of not granting the special 
variance against the adverse im- 
pact on the health, safety, and 
welfare of persons affected; the 
adverse impact of the proposed 
noise source on property affected 
and any other adverse impact of 
granting the special variance; and 
whether or not a reasonable al- 
ternative with less adverse im- 
pact on surrounding people and 
properties is available to the ap- 
plicant. Applicants for special 
variances and persons objecting 
thereto may be required to sub- 
mit additional information to the 
Mayor. No application for a spe- 
cial variance shall be denied on 
~e basis of the content of any 
noise source proposed by the ap- 
plicant. In granting or denying an 
application, the Mayor shall 
place on public file with the city 
clerk and the police department, 
a copy of the decision and rea- 
sons for denying or granting the 
special variance. 

(4) Special variances shall be 
granted by notice to the applicant 
containing all necessary terms 
and conditions upon which the 
permit has been granted, includ- 
ing but not limited to, the effec- 
tive date, time of day, location, 
and equipment limitations, if any. 
The special variance shall not 
become effective until all condi- 
tions are agreed to by the appli- 
cant. Non-compliance with any 
conditions of the special variance 
shall terminate it and subject the 
person holding it to those provi- 
sions of this section regulating 
the source of sound or activity for 
which the special variance was 
granted. Any application for ex- 
tension of the time limit speci- 
fied in a special variance or for 
modification of other substantial 
conditions shall be treated like a 
new application for a special 
variance. 

(5) The Mayor may issue 
guidelines defining the proce- 
dures to be followed in applying 
for a special variance, and any 
additional criteria not inconsis- 
tent with those set forth herein, 
that may be considered in decid- 
ing whether to grant or deny a 
spec-al variance. 

(e) Penalties: Any person who 
violates any provisions of this 
section shall be guilty of a viola- 
tion upon conviction thereof, 
shall be punished by a fine not to 
exceed two hundred fifty dollars

Legislators’ claims are misleading

We were quite amused at com- 
ments this week by Eastern Ken- 
tucky legislators who are upset 
with Gov. Ernie Fletcher’s veto 
of coal severance projects in the 
state budget. 

Sens. Johnny Ray Turner of 
Floyd County, Ray Jones of Pike 
County and Daniel Mongiardo of 
Perry County (and numerous oth- 
ers) accused the governor of play- 
ing politics by vetoing the 
projects, saying Fletcher is using 
them as a : slush fund” for politi- 
cal purposes is like the Big Bad 
Wolf crying foul because Little 
Red Riding Hood outsmarted 
him and foiled his evil plans. 

Not that Fletcher is any Little 
Red Riding Hook; the Republi- 
can governor plays politics as 
well, if not better, than his many 
Democratic predecessors.

of their counties better than their 
legislators. 

Shouldn’t county officials al- 
ready have an input in the pro- 
cess, you ask? 

Yes, but often times it doesn’t 
happen that way. 

Turner, Jones and Mongiardo 
and other state legislators played 
a major role in deciding how 
coal-severance tax revenue 
would be spent in their districts. 
They claim they worked “very 
closely with local government” 
when drawing up their lists of 



projects, and we’ll take them at 
their word. 

But we’ve known of times in 
the recent past when county offi- 
cials in the region were not con- 
sulted by their legislators about 
coal severance projects, and their 
counties’ money went to projects 
that were not considered high pri- 
orities by local elected officials. 

Our point is this: Senators 
Turner, Jones and Mongiardo and 
all other state legislators know 
the importance of coal severance 
projects, not just to their constitu- 
ents but to themselves as well. As 
their constituents’ voice in Frank- 
fort, legislators have determined 
how coal- severance tax money is 
spent, and they don’t care to take 
credit for it either. 

They won’t be able to toot 
their horns under Fletcher’s plan, 
and that’s why they’re outraged. 

In a press release, Jones was 
quoted as saying, “The law keeps 
the Governor from taking the in- 
dividual county money away 
from coal-producing counties, so 
he did the next best thing — he 
took control of the money away.”
